Had the telegraph 
oouBtriietion been nllcweil !o jiroceed 
there would have been eniploynieut for 
all and a ready iiiiirkot for every pomul 
of produce; and, what iy of eipial un- 
portanco, public confidence wnuld have 
been establishod and everybody would 
now have been wearing clioerful, hiip- 
)iy facen, instead of the long, despon 
dent ones everywhere to bo met wilh 
heyond the Cascades; for it imist be 
romombeied thai iolograpli count rtic- 
tion meant the euiployniont of bet ween 
three hundred and fourhnnilred work- 
men and the clearing of a one hun- 
dred and thirty-two feet belt right 
through one of the moat important, al- 
though least accessible portions of 
British Columbia. The practical im- 
port of all that is easily undonitood 
Bustle and business on the principal 
tiioroughfares; constant steam commu- 
nication on those magnificent water- 
stretches extending a hundred miles or 
more beyond the present range of es- 
tablished commerce, and, as we have 
Already remarked, a lively demand for 
both labour and produce.

Font length of time it has 
boeii well known thai sooner or later 
something would luivo to bo done to 
put a atop to tho Hcandals connected 
with the Bcalo of bonefices by the lay 
patrons, and now thnt. steps have 
boon tiilcoii ii ralliei- forinidai iient of 
iioruets iri tho iiatuntl romilt. 'I.'he 
Bishop of Peterborough somo timotigc 
introduced into the House of Lord's 
a Bill to amend the law relating to 
Himoiiy, the not result of which was 
the traiisfeience of patronage to the 
BiHho)j. Til so (loiiie , ho wns acting 
with the tiiiiiiiiinous coucurrenco of 
iiis ei)i.'<('o]iiil brethren, and tho mea- 
sure jias.sed with slight opposition and 
with \ (iiy little discussion. So rapid 
iiidoeil was its i)rogro.ss. that it was 
on llio point of being iiitrodueoil into 
the HoLiso (d' C'omnKiiiH bol'ore tho 
majority of tho lay palroun wore aware 
that wiiat thoy doeiuerl thoir intoresta 
were in jeopardy.

It is also 
w.Jitliy of notice that tho existence of 
grave scnndals jjorpetraf ed by lay pat- 
rons was not denied, as indeed it could 
not be All that could bo done, as 
an oll'aet, was t.j charge the Bishops 
with nopotism, and this was done in 
the most pointed way. Dr. Tait, 
.Vi-chbishop of Canterbury, in his 
speech on tho Hill in tbt! llouso of 
Lords, had remaiked that ho regard- 
ed Ins pair. mage not as a proporly but 
as a "public trust."

A Circuit Judge AsHassIuated by a 
Mob-Hi.s Heroic Conduct.

One of the most dastardly deeds over 
par^etrated in a region distinguished 
for its lawlessness, was the recent mur- 
der of Judge E. I'\ Dwjer, at Granite, 
Luke Coiinly, Colorado. The Jtidgo 
was a fearless and ofliciont man, and 
ai^paronlly tho only one in the counli-y 
with courage enough to oppose himself 
to the rufhanisin of tho region. Ro- 
coiitly somo act of violence more than 
usually lawless was perpetrated, and 
the Judge iiromplly issued warrants 
fur tho arrest of tlio guilty parties. 
Immediately the worst olemonts of the 
population were aroused him, and an 
armed mob of desperadoes, hoaded in 
jiorsoii by tho Ci.ninty SherilT, si.'i/ed 
the dudgo by foreo while in Court. On 
the way tij) the stairs of aiioUior build- 
ing to which they were taking him, 
the dastards fired four pistol shots at 
him from behind, killing him instant- 
ly. Tho victim of this most cowardly 
and brutal iniirder, while waiting in 
Court under guard id' tho mob, wrote 
the follo\\ ing lender and palholic letter 
to bis father, the Rev. Mr. Dwyer, of 
Monument, Barnstable County, Mas.'^. , 
every line of which breathes a spirit 
of foarloHsiiess and devotion, and slnvvs 
the heroK! naliire of the man who wa.'i 
thus brought face to face with death;

De.vk Fatuei; I don't know (hat the 
sun will ever rise and set for me again 
or not, but I trust iu God and his mer- 
cy. At 8 o'clock I sit in Court. The 
mob have me under guard. Mr. Oill- 
iland is missing this morning, but I 
cannot think harm lias befallen him. 
God bless you, my father, in your old 
age, and in Sam and his boy — in all 
your children — but you know John 
bears tho name. Bless him and his 
forever. Oh, my Clod' 

My love to all friends, and say I am 
proud to bo your son There is no 
cowardice in mo, father. 1 am worthy 
of you in this respoct. God comfort 
you and keep you always. I am, in 
this one respect, like Him who died 
for all; I die, if die I mast, for law, 
order and principle, and, too, I stand 
alone. Your loving and true, and I 
hopo in some respects, worthy son, 
Ei.iAs F. DwfKit. 

A Noble Wife. 

During the revolution in Poland 
which followed the revolution of Th ad- 
dons Kosciusko, many of tho truest 
and best of tho sous of that ill-fated 
country were forced lo fleo for their 
lives, forsaking homo and friends.
